And yf any party oz partyes that ſhould oz ought 
to pape 02 geue any Summe of monep, oꝛother thinge in contributi⸗ 
on as is afozeſayde, ſhal vpon a reaſonable requeſt thereof to be made 
wylfully refuſe oz delaye to paye oz geue the lame. That then ỹ playn- 
tyke vpon his ſuite to haue and recouer treble dammages agaynſt the 
ſayde defendaunt. 

And further be it enacted that yfthe ſayde grounde 02 groundes 


ſo conuerted fro tyllage to paſture, oꝛ vſed oz employed to the keping 
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ofconnyes,to the deſtruction of cone as is aboue ſayd ſbalbe founde 
in the handes oz poſſeſſion of any perſon oz perſons, other thenſuche 
as dyd conuerte the ſayd groundes from tyllage to paſture, oz bſe oz 
employe the ſayd groundes with connyes as is afoꝛeſayd, that then 
the ſayde Commyſſioners oz foure ofthem whereoftwo to be of the 
Quorum, ſhall and maye oꝛder and enioyne the occupyers of the ſayde 
ground oꝛ groundes fo conuerted from tyllage to paſture, oz ſo vſed 
dz employed to the kepynge ol connyes as is afozeſayd to tourne the 
ſame agayne into tyllage, oz to deſtroye oꝛ dymynyſhe the ſayde con⸗ 
nyes kepte vpon the lame grounde within ſuch tyme and vpon ſuche 
paynes as by them ſhalbe limitted and appoynted. 

And be it further enacted by thaucthoꝛitye afoꝛeſayd, that euery 
ſuch oꝛder and iniunction aboue mentioned, ſhalbe entred of recoꝛde 
and the copy therof wꝛytten in parchement and ſigned and ſealed by 
the ſayde Commyſſioners o2 foure of them whereoft wo to be of the 
gorum, aid delyuered to the occupyer 02 ——— of the grounde oz 
place wherin any of the fozeſayd offences, decayes, oꝛ defaultes, ſhall 
be founde as is afoꝛeſayde, to the intente the ſine maye be delyuered

And further be it enacted by oꝛitie afoꝛeſayd, that the

And further be it enacted by thaucthoꝛitye afozeſayd, that eue⸗ 
rye ofthe Commillioners ſhall haue foz euery daye he ſhall ſyt to ex⸗ 
ecutethys commiſſion ten ſhillinges, and to the clerke that ſhal ſerue

afoꝛeſayd. Any thyng afozeſayd to the contrarye'therofin any wyle 
not withſtandyng. 

And foꝛaſmuch as it is lyke to be that ſome houſes hauyng twen⸗ 
tye acres of grounde oz moꝛe, to them lying oz belongyug, be decaied 
without any wyllyng defaulte in them that had the inheritaunce 07 
poſſeſſion therof as by lyꝛe, bꝛeaches, and ſurroundyng ol waters, oꝛ 
by deſtruction ofenempes, oꝛ rebelles, oꝛ of ſuche as hadde perticuler 
eſtates therein without impechement of waſte, oz dy ſuch other lyke 
meanes oꝛ wayes, and that they who by the oꝛdynaunte afozeſayde, 
ſhulde reedifie the ſame, are ofluche pouertye that they can not by all 
entendement reedifpe oz builde vp all the ſame houſes agayne. 

And foꝛaſmuche alſo as ſome perchaunce haue erect a builded bp 

new houles in ſome other places vp0 the ſame landes lying to A 
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houſes,o2 bpon ſome other lande nere therevntoinleweand place of 

the houſes decayed, whych are as attapleable tothe common wealth 

as the newe reedefying ofthe decaid houſes in the olde places ſhould 

1 requireth, they ſhould not be puniſhed fox 

ecaye. 

And foꝛaſmuche as it is lyke to be that ſome ground conuerted 
from tyllage into paſture is deuided into diuers ſmalle percelles re⸗ 
maynyng and beyng in diuers and ſeueral mens handes, ſo that any 
one parte wil not be ſufficient to kepe a plowe vpõ. And fox that ſome @ 

undes haue bene tylled fox dyſtroyinge ok moſſe buſſhes,bzome, 
wes heath and not onely to be continued in tyllage and ſuche lyke. 
And that alſo ſome demeanes in the abſence of the owners haue ben 
deuyded toſundzye occuppers, who hath tylled the ſame, not beynge #® 
comonly vſed to tyllage before the ſayd feaſt ol S. Geoꝛge, #foz that 
diuers other perticuler caſes maye foꝛtune to be whiche the generall 
purueyance of this eſtatute cannot remedge withoute greater hurt 
then good to be don by the ſame. And fox that alſg that in ſome places 
of this realme it is not neceſſary the purueyen of thiseſtatute to er- 
tend and to be fully executed, but in ſome places and vpon ſome occa 
ſions 02 cauſes, it maye moꝛe conuenientiy be ſpared then put in ve, 
and is therefozeneceſſary to referre with all other cir- 
cumſtaunces, to the diſcreſionsofthe com who may mo2e 
perfectly vnderſtande the ſame. 
Be it therefoze oꝛdeyned and enacted by aucthozitie ol thys pꝛe⸗ 
ſent parliament that We ſayde commiſſioners oz foure of them at the 
leaſte, whereof two to beof the qz>run, ſhall and maye conſyder the 
ſayde caſes and ſuche other lyke,and vſe they: diſcrettons in tempo⸗ 
rynge andqualefying of the ſayd general purueyaunce of this oz any 
of the fozeſayd former eſtatutes,x1n oꝛdering the ſayd caſes and ſuch 
other lyke, and to omit the execution and penaltye of this acte, and 
of the other fozmer actes accoꝛdynglye, as to the wyledomes and dix 
tretiones ołthem oz foure of them at the leaſte, whereol two to be ol 
the Qzorun, ſhalbe thought moſte neceſſarye.
